Pheasant Eggs Go 
To Brooks Hatchery 


According to The Brooks Bulletin 
sufficient pheasant eggs to fill the 
1949 requirements of the local gov- | 
ernment hatchery will have been 
collected by Monday. This informa: 
tion was conveyed to the local pa- 
per by G.P. Bray, manager of the 
game farm and local game officer. | 

Last Thursday 12,000 eggs had | 
been delivered to the hatchery on 
the eastern border of the town of 
Brooks. Another couple of thousand 
will be required to replace cracked 
and infertile eggs, but at present 
the incubators are full. 

First of the new batch of pheas.- 
ants, which will later find their 
way to many spots in Alberta, 
were hatching out last Thursday. 

The Didsbury Fish and Game 
Association last year asked that a 
number of pheasants be liberated 
in the immediate district, but to 
date no word of any such distribu: 
tion has been received by local of- 
ficlals. It is the policy of the game 
branch to make large distribution 
of birds in any one area, and as 
many as a_ thousand pheasants 
may be liberated at a time. It has 
been found from previous expert- 
ence that this policy is the only 
effective way of getting the birds 
off to a good start and insure that 
they will increase in areas suitable 
for them.

On Year’s Work 


The Women's Missionary Society 
of the Canadian North West Con- 
ference of the United Missionary 
Church have had a very successful 
year in their missionary work. 
$1413.14 was raised by the women 
toward the support of their various 
projects. Eldon Boettger of Sundre, 
a graduate of Mountain View Bible 
College who is serving the Lord in 
Nigeria, Africa, is being supported 
by the W.M.S. Money was raised 
for an orphanage in China; for 
work in Colombia, South America, 
and for fuel to operate the refrig- 
erators that the W.M.S. placed in 
every mission station in Africa. 

The support of these projects is 
only one phase of the W.M.S. work. 
Considerable sewing has been done 
for home missions and overseas re- 
lief. The total value of clothing 
made and money given out this 
year amounted to $2950.32. 

The relief parcels of food and 
clothing are sent to Kitchener, the 
Mennonite 


food, clothing and cash are 
distributed in sixteen different 
countries regardless of race, creed 
or politics, Figures from the Cana- 
dian Mennonite Central Committee 
show relief contributions of Can- 
ada’s Mennonites since the war's 
end run into thousands of tons and 
millions of dollars. 

Mrs. Suder, the Women's Mis- 
sionary Society director for the Ca- 
nadian North West Conference, has 
gone to Englewood, Ohio, where 
she will attend the annual mect- 
ing of the Inter-Conference Coun. 
cil of the W.M.S. The missionary 
projects for the new year will be 
decided upon with the approval of 
the United Missionary Society 
Board. 

The W.M.LS. meets every two weeks 
for a two-fold purpose: to create 
greater missionary interest among 
the women by studying missionary 
books, and sewing for the needy.

The magpie and crow eggs are 
now hatching out and unless the 
soung birds are destroyed we will 
have large numbers of these pre- 
dator birds preying on the prairie 
chicken, hungarian partridge and 
ducks this summer and fall. 

Local boys and girls have been 
getting quite a few magpies this 
past week and no doubt they will 
continue to destroy these birds 
wherever they are found. 

The destroying of crows and mag- 
pies can be a profitable undertak- 
ing if the feet are turned in to Mr. 
k.B. Grange, chairman of the pre- 
dator control committee of the 
Didsbury Fish and Game Associa- 
tion, which is paying five cents 
per pair for crow and magpie feet. 
Besides this, the three boys or girls 
turning in the most predator bird 
feet between now and the time the 
campaign closes on June 30 are 
eligible for prizes being offered by 
the Association. 

Boys and girls, you are urged to 
help the Didsbury Fish and Game 
Association to destroy as many 
crows and magpies as possible this 
spring, and by doing so you will 
help yourself to earn a few extra 
dollars while the campaign is on.

to appear friendly, to resemble the common man, etc.) 
in street cars, on posters and billboards, in newspapers 
and elsewhere. We shall be able to hear them on our 
radios at almost all hours of the day or night. In short, 
we, the electorate, will be the sought after and the pur- 
sued until we shall have performed our all-important 
duty on election day. And now, while there is yet time, 
would seem to be the propitious moment to advise can- 
didates what we would like them to say and how we 
would like them to act: 

Here are some of the things that most Canadians 
would like you, Mr. Political Candidate, to keep in 
mind: 

1. Don't consider us all complete fools. We are 
thinking now of political promises.

6. Do promise to use your influence to see that 
the function of government is restricted to that of gov- 
erning. 

There are a lot of details that could be filled in, 
but a candidate who campaigned on a platform such 
as that outlined above might be surprised to find how 
much support would be forthcoming. 

If honest men can be persuaded to run in each 
Canadian constituency, then other things being equal, 
the voters can be depended upon to elect them.

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CROP REGISTRATION 
CERTIFICATES MUST BE 
OBTAINED BEFORE JULY 31 


Last season a number of prospec: 
tive seed growers were disappoint- 
ed because they did not receive 
Crop Registration Certificates to 
cover crops that had been planted 
With pedigreed seed. In most cases, 
where the crop itself proved suit- 
able, the reason for this was be- 
cause the grower had not applied 
for membership in the Canadian 
Seed Growers’ Association early 
enough. 

All seed growers who are not 
members of the Association must 
apply, for membership prior to July 
31st in the year in which they wish 
their crop inspected. This applies 
to growers who did not receive a 
Crop Registration Certificate on a 
crop in 1948. Those who did re- 
ceive a Certificate are members in 
good standing of the Association 
and need not apply again. Appli- 
cation forms for membership in the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Associa- 
tion now accompany application 
forms for crop inspection of reg- 
istered crops. Membership in the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association 
is not required for production of 
certified crops. 

Growers who desire to have crops 
inspected must apply for such ser- 
vice prior to July 1st. This is in 
order that the inspection work can 
be organized to the best advantage. 

Application forms will be sent to 
growers on request if they apply to 
Plant Production Services, Immi- 
gration Building, Calgary. 

All growers desiring this service 
should not fafl to request these 
forms as early as possible. New 
growers are advised also to ask 
for information regarding the pro- 
duction and isolation of crops for 
tegistration or Certification.

CANADIAN- BRITISH 
TRADE WILL HOLD UP 


About $25,000,000 in further Bri- 
tish purchases in this country were 
announced by Trade and Commerce 
Minister C.D, Howe on his return 
from a visit to London. 

He smilingly said he had gone to 
Britain to open the Industrial Fair, 
and the contracts just happened to 
be there, 

Britain will buy between 300 and 
400 thousand cases of canned sal- 
mon, about 400,000 tons of flour, 
apples and raspberry fruit pulp. It 
will also buy $10,000,000 more of 
timber from either Canada or the 
United States. Mr. Howe was confi- 
dent Canada would get the timber 
contract. 

The Trade Minister was asked to 
comment on scare stories about 
trade. He said that as long as pro- 
duction was maintained, trade 
would be about the same in 1949 as 
it was in 1948 and that was a record 
year, This is good news.

BUGS COST BILLIONS 

Recent tests made of the use of 
insecticides in keeping down rav- 
ages of insect pests on the total 
production of a crop showed that 
soil inhabiting pests do far more 
damage than formerly believed. 

Ten years ago the U.S. bureau of 
entomology and plant quarantine 
estimated losses caused by some 60 
or more important insects at about 
$1,500,000,000 annually. As the re- 
sult of new studies these losses are 
now placed at $4,000,000,000.

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RAINFALL DISRIBUTION 
IN WHEAT PRODUCTION 


A twelve year study recently 
completed indicates in the Peace 


River region adequate June rainfall 
is vital for satisfactory grain yields. 
Precipation at any other time is of 
secondary consequence. Wet aut- 
umns and heavy winter snows, says 
A.C, Carder, Dominion Experiment: 
al Station, Beaverlodge, Alberta, 
undoubtedly benefit the next sea- 
son's crops but do not result in. 
abundant yields unless supple- 
mented by late spring or early 
summer rains. 


Moisture supplies for crop growth 
are dependent on rainfall and seep- 
age of snow-melt. This latter fac- 
tor is an uncertain quantity. In 
Some years percolation of snow 
water may be considerable, but in 
normal seasons it is largely pre- 
vented by frozen soil. 

Studies at Beaverlodge with 
wheat indicate that the yield of 
this crop is not directly associated 
With the total amount of the 12- 
months’ precipitation of autumn, 
and Winter previous to seeding 
(Sept.-March). However, yield was 
more closely associated to the 
amount of precipitation occurring 
| the first half of the growing sea- 
son than to that falling from late 
June until harvest. When the grow-

fall and wheat yield was indicated, 
while rain occurring in the other 
months, April, May, July or August 
did not show such _ relationship. 
Rain falling in late July and dur- 
ing August actually seem to de- 
press yields. 

It has been shown that the qua- 
lity of wheat is influenced by pre- 
cipitation. June rainfall again prov- 
ed crucial and was instrumental in 
the reduction of the protein con- 
tent of the wheat kernel. Precipi- 
pitation at any other period of the 
year proved of little consequence. 
June rains increase tillering and 
general vegetation development of 
the wheat plant and therefore re 
duce the movement of nitrogen to 
the floral parts. This reduction of 
protein in the seed, however, is fre- 
quently offset by increased yield 
so that the amount of protein pro- 
duced per acre may in effect be 
greater.

NEW REGULATION ON 
CATTLE TO THE U.S.A. 


| 
| 
Eifective trom May 9 changes 
were made by the U.S. Bureau of 
Animal Industry in regulations 


Which govern the importation to 
the U.S. of Canadian cattle. 

These changes are concerned 
With the general health certificate 
and possible detention at port of 
entry; with the tuberculin test cer- 
tificates both for cattle and ae- 
credited herds; for cattle in acecred- 
ited areas; for cattle in restricted 
areas; and for range cattle. Also 
covered in the amended regula- 
tions are the requirements for bru. 
cellosis-test certificates. The regu- 
lations for U.S cattle returning 
from expositions in Canada are in- 
cluded, 

Copies of the amended regula: 
tions have been mailed to veterin- 
arians and inspectors of Health of 
Animals Division, Dominion dep 
artment of agriculture, to officials 
jot provincial governments, and to 
jcattle associations, to acquaint 
them with required changes.

Forest Fire Losses 
High In 1948 


Canada's forest fire-fighting costs | 
in 1948, amounting to more than | 
2'. million dollars, were the high- 

} est on record, In terms of measur- 
| able damage combined with fire- 
| fighting costs, the loss from forest 
| fires in 1948 was exceeded only by 
that of the 1941 fire season during 
the 20-year period for which Do- 
minion-wide records of forest fires 
have been compiled, The Dominion 


forest-fire statistics are prepared 

annually from information — sup- 

plied by all provincial and federal 
| 


forest-fire protection agencies in 

Canada, 
Although the 
fires, 


number of forest 
5,368, was about normal, the 
tota’ areas burned amounted to 
some 3,185,000 acres, representing 
an increase of 70 per cent over the 
average burned acreage for the 
previous ten years, Exceptionally 
dry weather over wide areas in the 
Great Lakes region and in central 
Canada during the early summer 
and autumn months contributed to 
the damage sustained, 

The amount of merchantable 
timber on lands burned over in 
I9N48 was equal to that used by all 
the pulp and paper mills in Can- 
ada for a 7'z month period, based 
on the average mill consumption 
from 1937 to 1946. Damage to tim- 
| ber, young growth and other pro- , 
| perty was estimated at $5,882,000; | 
this, however, evaluates the wood 
only at prevailing stumpage rates 
and takes no account of other los- 
ses sustained by the wood-using 
industries. Moreover, the figure 
makes no provision for damage to 
soil and site quality, streamflow 
regulations, wild life, or recrea- 
tional and tourist values, none of 
Which can be reliably appraised 
in terms of dollars, 

Eighteen per cent of all fires 
were attributed to lightning, the 
remaining 82 per cent being man- 
made and therefore preventable, 
Only two per cent resulted from de- 
liberate incendiarism, Forty per 
cent of the fires were started by 
careless campers and smokers—an 
increase of four per cent over the 
previous ten-year average. Rail- 
ways and settlers were the other 
major causes, 

The above figures do not include 
the Yukon and Northwest Territor- 
ies, in Which 80 fires were reported 
with a total area of 121,000 acres. 

The Dominion Forest Service 
points out that the 1949 fire season 
has already started and that ser- 
ious moisture deficiencies were re 
ported in the early spring in many 
forested areas of the country, All 
sportsmen, tourists and others mak 
ing use of the woods for recrea- 
tional purposes are urged to take 
every precaution with fire, so that | 
this ever-present threat to our for- | 
} ests may be reduced to a minimum, !
